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THE CANARA BANK AND THE NATION 


The Canara Bank—as it is now known after nationalisation has been 
found to be rendering to the public the same kind of service which it has been 
rendering in the years prior to nationalisation. It can even be said that the vast 
clientale of the Bank do not see any change for the wrose merely because of 
the nationalisation. On the other hand, one does note a qualitative and 
quantitative improvement through a widened field of service. The Bank had to 
diversify its lending policy as an objective of nationalisation. The main 
beneficiary of this diversification has been the agriculture sector—while other 
sectors such as self employed engineers, doctors and craftsmen who have 
started their own enterprises—had their share too. 


The traditional business which is the main source of income to this Bank 
has not suffered much because of the above mentioned diversification. The 
facilities enjoyed by those entrepreneurs have continued and in certain 
deserving cases expanded. 


Between June 1969 and May 1971—which corresponds to the two years. 
of Bank nationalisation, credit made available by commercial banks to the 
farmers, both directly and indirectly increased from 188 crores to 379 crores. 
There is an improvement in the ratio of loans extended to agriculture to the 
total bank credit from 5.4% at the end of June 1969 to 8.4% at the end of May 
1971. 


This diversification could be effected without much strain in the banking 


system because of the spectacular increase in deposits during the relevant 
period. 


The deposits in scheduled commercial banks today stand at Rs. 6744 
crores (third week of Dec. 1971). This figure is much higher than the currency 
figure in ¢girculation. How is it, some people ask, that the deposits which are 
kept in the Banks in cash. amount to a figure much higher than the money in 
circulation? The deposits in U. K., we are informed are 20 times the figure of 
money in circulation. 


The answer is simple. What is a deposit? The deposit is the money kept 
in Bank by the public from out of their Savings. The people who have such 
Savings come from ali classes of society. In simple words—income— minus 
expenditure (which includes tax payments), remains as Savings. 


It is significant to note here that the rapid economic development 
programme in the country is generating income in the countryside as well as in 
the urban sector. 


This national income—minus 


the expenditure incurred by the citizens is 
the National Savings. 


There are various agencies now which mobilise these savings and bring 
them into the fold of the organised sector. The primary among these institu. 
tions is the banking system Over the years, the banking system has been 


_ Successful to mobilise these savings—with the various schemes of deposit offered 
to the public. 


‘Money supply is as much a trade as commodity supply in the market. 
A person or a group of persons who have their savings to be lent cannot reach 
easily another person or group of persons who are in need of money for their 
projects—like starting an industry or a business. It is the business of the 
banking system to receive savings from the public and to lend them to the 
needy in an organised way. This business as such, has to be effectively and 
efficiently done by the banking system—which is therefore significantly called 
institutional finance. 


Some people talk of rationing the credit available. This thought, current 
now-a-days, does not speak for the sound development of the economy. 


I would like to give certain examples in this connection. We sce around 
us overcrowding in trains run either on long distance routes or short ones. We 
see a long waiting list in the air traffic. There is overcrowding in buses. We 
see over crowding in employment exchanges to seek jobs. There are big waiting 
lists for the purchase of cars or scooters. In all these and many other things> 
we must see a challenge to be met, an opportunity to be seized. It should be 
Our endevour to increase the facilities needed by the public. These needs have 
resulted in a big demand for all the things mentioned above. The same thing 
holds good in the case of catering to the needs of finance also. 


There should be a vigorous drive to mobilise the savings of the people 
and draw them into the banking system as deposits. Simultaneously, this 
deposited amount should be readily available to meet the genuine needs of 
finance from any sector. This is thus essentially a continuous process. 


The banking system which acts as an independent organisation is 
eminently suited for this purpose. One thing should be remembered in this 
connection. The diference between the deposits and lending rates should be 
as small as possible. Now, it is as high as 4 to 5 per cent. With greater 
expansion in deposits it should be possible to reduce the Jending rate. 


It is here the role of the employees comes in. During their work in the 
office they must be courteous to the public who ask for their help or service. 
Outside the office, they should act as the representatives of their bank and carry 


the message of savings to the general public, and tell them also as to how 
they should begin to save and invest their savings in deposits as per schemes 


suitable to them. 


If every employee of the bank takes this as a mission in his life, he will 
have done a great service to the country and will have done his best for building 
up a strong India just in a decade’s time from now, which is our cherished 


dream today. 
It is hoped that the employees of Canara Bank will show the way to the 


others in field.

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NATIONALISATION AND AFTER 


Even after 24 long years of freedom, majority of the people in India live 
on less than 73 paise per day. These are the millions who are unable to meet 
_the minimum requirements of food, clothing and medical care. It is still an 
unfinished job to bridge the wide gap between the rich and the poor. This 
position of social injustice and economic inequality will have to be removed. 
Having understood the seriousness of the situation prevailing in the nation, the 
policy makers have now startad some noteworthy economic measures and the 
policy of nationalisation is one as such. 


. Consequent to the nationalisation of the 14 major commercial banks in 
the country the face of the industry has changed. The national economy is in 
the process of an important change now. The public sector is controlling today 
nearly 85% of the total deposits in the Industry and as such the Government is 
in a position to divert the credit for the expansion of small scale industries, 
give an impetus to maximise agricultural production and promote export 
oriented trade. 


Performance of the commercial banks after nationalisation is quite 
impressive. THis would be admitted today even by the sharpcritics of the 
aforesaid policy. During these two years, the commercial banks in the public 
sector have played a remarkable role in the field of industry, agriculture, 
commerce and foreign trade. Prior to nationalisation, more than 90% of bank 
offices were located in urban and semi-urban centres. There are more than five 
and a half lakh villagesin India wherein nearly 80% of the population live and 
they had only about 9% bank offices at their reach. 


Industrial centres like Bombay, Calcutta and Ahmedabad were the centres 
of attraction for the concentration of Bank offices. Owing to this peculiar 
expansive nature of the Industry, the rural areas received less attention although 
the need for developing banking facilities in villages attracted the attention 
of the policy makers earlier. It is heartening to note, during the past two years 
considerable progress has been made towards more equitable distribution of 
banking facilities over the different regions of the country.. The expansion of 
bank offices after nationalisation reached its peak in 1970 with opening an 


average of five offices a day. This expansion programme of banking has probably 


no parallel anywhere in the world. The table furnished hereunder will reveal 


the fact more clearly.

Population per bank office which stood at 65,000 declined to 46,000 in 
May 1971. In the case of deposit percentage the national income increased 
from 16-3 in 1969 to 18 in May 1971. The most spectacular feature of this 
expansion programme is that nearly two-thirds of the new branches were opened 
in rural areas. Table B gives an idea of it.

Finance works as a catalyst to keep the wheels of industry moving. 
Priority sectors like agriculture, small scale industries and retail traders 
received alarming attention under the new credit policy. Here again, the role 
of commercial banks after nationalisation is notable. Loans to priority 
sectors which worked about 14.5 per cent of total credit in June 1969, went 
upto 22.8 per cert in June 1971. Benefits under the scheme have been extended 
to lakhs of farmers, small industrialists, road transport operators and smal} 
traders and self employed professional people. In the case of the hitherto 
neglected agricuture sector alone, as against 188 crores in June 1969, advances 
Went up to the tune of 379 crores at the end of March AEP hs 


In the case of deposits too there is a notable increase which may be seen 
from the table C.

From table C it may be observed that bank deposits are rising at a ratio 
of 18—20 per cent per year. Equally, to a considerable extent credit scheme is 
also rapidly improving. This indicates that the commercial banks are acting 
as powerful instruments of national development particularly in the field of 
economic regeneration. 


A propaganda was let lose among the public by a section of people that 
customer-service in the banks will be deteriorated after nationalisation. This 
has been proved most unreal and baseless. The bank employees will not fail 
in their duty to serve the institution to the satisfaction of the public. They 
have proved it in the past and they are quite conscious of it provided the 
employer does not indulge in anti-labour practices.
